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Opportunities  in  the  Profession  of  Forestry 
and  the  Business  of  Lumbering 


In  whatever  direction  a man’s  inclination  may  lie,  forestry  offers 
congenial  work  and  wonderful  opportunities  for  advancement. 
Under  Civil  Service  rules  he  may  compete  for  the  positions  of  For- 
est Ranger,  Forest  Assistant,  Timber  Cruiser  and  Lumberman.  The 
entrance  salary  varies  from  $1,200  to  $1,800  per  year  with  expenses 
in  the  field.  About  200  men  receive  appointments  each  year. 

In  private  work  opportunities  are  equally 
good  but  one  must  be  willing  to  start  “at  the 
bottom’’  and  “work  up”  to  the  position  of 
Timber  Cruiser,  Inspector,  Lumber  Salesman, 
Mill  Superintendent,  or  Timber  Buyer;  po- 
sitions paying  from  $1,000  to  $5,000  per 
year,  often  with  opportunity  of  becoming  in- 
terested in  the  firm  financially.  In  more  than 
one  case,  after  a year  of  preliminary  training, 
a man  has  become  a lumber  salesman  on  a 
salary  and  commission  amounting  to  $4,000 
or  $5,000  per  year.  The  position  of  Timber 
Buyer  has  been  developed  during  the  past  ten 
years.  Such  a man  must  be  able  to  judge 
quickly  of  the  value  of  standing  timber  and 
the  probable  cost  of  logging.  His  salary 
ranges  from  $2,500  to  $5,000  per  year. 

Opportunities  are  equally  good  for  the  man  with  a taste  for  math- 
ematics and  chemistry.  His  object  is  the  management  of  a timber 
preservation  plant,  a factory  for  the  manufacture  of  paper  from  wood 
pulp,  or  a destructive  distillation  operation.  His  salary  ranges 
from  $2,000  to  $10,000  per  year.  Mining  Companies  and  Railroad 
Corporations  are  calling  for  men  qualified  in  the  management  of 
treating  plants. 

City  Forestry  is  a new  profession  in  this  country,  although  very 
old  in  Europe.  The  City  Forester  must  have  a knowledge  of  land- 
scape gardening  in  addition  to  forestry;  he  must  be  able  to  manage 
a forest,  grow  seedlings  on  a large  scale,  and  lay  out  a planting  along 
roads  and  city  streets.  Many  of  the  northern  cities  now  have  City 
Foresters,  who  work  in  conjunction  with  the  park  board.  Such  po- 
sitions pay  from  $2,000  to  $3,000  per  year. 

Many  men  are  not  able  to  devote  four  years  to  the  professional 
preparation  in  forestry.  To  meet  this  contingency  several  voca- 
tional courses  are  offered.  Naturally  the  theoretical  training  does 
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not  begin  to  compare  with  that  of  the  professional  courses,  but  the 
practical  training  is 
equally  good,  time  con- 
sidered. Men  who  have 
had  some  previous 
woods  experience  and 
who  complete  a voca- 
tional course  may  com- 
pete successfully  'un- 
der Civil  Service  rules 
for  the  position  of  Forest  Ranger  (entrance  salary  $900),  or  may 
attain  to  the  position  of  Cruiser,  Inspector,  or  Scaler  with  logging 
firms.

GEORGIA  STATE  FOREST  SCHOOL 


The  Forest  School  is  a department  of  the  College  of  Agriculture, 
University  of  Georgia.  As  such  it  shares  with  the  other  departments 
of  the  College  in  the  management  of  the  College  Farm  and  Experi- 
ment Station.  Students  in  the  Forest  School  enjoy  all  the  ad- 
vantages of  technical  instruction  offered  by  a great  university.  Four 
months  of  the  professional  courses  in  forestry  are  spent  in  Forest 
Camp,  where  the  more  perfect  correlation  of  theory  and  practice 
is  achieved. 
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COURSES  IN  FORESTRY 

Professional  Courses.  The  undergraduate  work  in  forestry  covers 
a period  of  four  years;  the  first  two  years  of  eleven  months  dura- 

ration,  the  last  two  of 
nine  months.  The 
courses  are  arranged 
to  permit  of  a wide 
range  of  specialization, 
whether  it  be  in  Fed- 
eral or  State  work, 
Logging  Engineering, 
Commercial  and  In- 
dustrial Organization, 
City  Forestry,  Nursery 
Practice,  Forest  Pa- 
thology, Wood  Impreg- 
nation, Turpentining 
or  Paper  Making.  It 
is  planned  that  a stu- 
dent shall  devote  his 

undergraduate  courses 
there  is  offered  specialized  graduate  work  in  silviculture,  wood 
technology,  dendrology,  chemistry  of  forest  byproducts  and  wood 
utilization.  Graduate  students  have  advantages  of  the  wonderful 
library  facilities  of  the  University;  the  specialized  equipment  of  the 
Forest  School  and  Forest  Greenhouse;  the  extensive  Forest  Nursery 
and  Arboretum.  Arrangements  have  been  made  with  various  manu- 
facturers for  students  to  study  their  methods.  Similar  arrangements 
have  been  made  with  the  railroads,  permitting  the  use  of  their  tim- 
ber impregnation  plants. 

Lumbermans’  Short  Course. 

The  one-year  vocation  course 
offers  specialized  work  in  log- 
ging engineering,  milling  and 
wood  utilization.  About  one- 
third  of  the  time  is  spent  in  the 
field  in  practice  work  or  in- 
specting various  operations. 

Frequent  excursions  are  made 
in  the  examination  of  logging 
and  milling  methods.  The 
course  is  of  intensely  practical 
nature. 

Ranger  School.  During  the  summer,  in  Forest  Camp,  there  is 
offered  an  eight-weeks  course  in  surveying,  mapping  and  timber

junior-senior  vacation  to  his  specialization. 
Graduate  Courses.  Based  upon  certain 
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estimating.  Short  trips  are  made  to  nearby  logging  and  milling 
operations. 

Woodcraft  School.  A six-weeks  course  in  the  woods  with  special 
emphasis  on  tree  and  shrub  identification,  forest  botany,  ornithol- 
ogy, wood  measurements,  geology,  camping  and  packing  methods. 
Short  trips  are  made  to  points  of  interest. 

Wood  Identification 
and  Uses.  During  the 
winter  there  is  offered 
a ten-day’s  course  in 
practical  wood  identi- 
fication and  the  uses  of 
woods.  The  course  is 
open  to  inspectors, 
graders,  lumber  sales- 
men, woodsmen,  rang- 
ers and  wood-work- 
ers.

FOREST  SCHOOL*  LABORATORIES 


The  Forest  School  occupies,  in  conjunction  with  the  Department  of 
Farm  Mechanics,  the  new  three-storied  Agricultural  Engineering 
Building.  The  new  quarters  are  commodious,  well  equipped  and 
conveniently  located.  The  basement  is  devoted  to  the  wood-testing 
laboratory,  a room  40  x 60  feet,  and  the  heavy  machinery  laboratory; 
the  main  floor  is  devoted  to  the  forest  museum,  the  laboratories  for 
dendrology  and  wood  technology,  the  light  machinery  laboratory  and 
the  forge-shop;  the  top  floor  is  devoted  to  the  drafting  rooms  and 
the  wood-shop.  Work  in  the  chemistry  of  forest  by-products  is  given 
in  the  well  equipped  chemical  laboratories  of  the  Division  of 
Agricultural  Chemistry.  A still  to  be  devoted  to  experimental  work 
in  the  distillation  of  turpentine  will  soon  be  added  to  that  depart- 
ment. The  work  in  Soils  is  given  in  the  Division  of  Agronomy 
and  students  in  forestry  have  advantage  of  these  well  equipped  lab- 
oratories. Work  in  Botany,  Physics,  Economics,  and  Business  Ad- 
ministration is  given  in  the  School  or  College  of  the  University 
having  to  do  with  that  particular  science. 

The  Forest  Museum  occupies  a space  40  x 6 0 feet  and  includes 
an  excellent  collection  of  tools  used  in  logging  and  milling;  tools 
used  in  turpentining;  boards  representing  the  commercial  tree  spe- 
cies of  the  United  States;  veneer  sections  showing  the  grain  of  im- 
portant woods  of  the  world;  museum  jars  containing  specimens  of

tree  seed  representing  the  important  species  of  North  America;  a 
complete  herbarium  of  forest  trees;  enlarged  photographs  of  va- 
rious forestry  activities;  and  a good  collection  of  pathalogical  speci- 
mens. All  museum  material  is  used  for  demonstration  purposes  in 
the  various  courses  in  forestry. 

The  Forest  Arboretum,  comprising  an  area  of  about  ten  acres 
adjacent  to  the  School  Building  is  being  rapidly  developed.  Already 
more  than  sixty  species  of  tree  growth  are  represented  and  it  is 
planned  to  bring  the  number  up  to  one  hundred  within  the  year. 

The  Forest  Nursery, 
comprising  an  area  of 
about  five  acres,  is  de- 
voted to  the  produc- 
tion of  tree  seedlings. 
Practically  all  the 
work  is  performed  by 
the  students  in  practi- 
cum.  In  this  way  stu- 
dents receive  practical 
training  in  laying  out 
seed-beds,  in  seeding, 
students  cutting:  rods  in  the  willow  holt.  in  caring  for  the  young 

seedlings,  in  transplanting  and  in  field  planting.  About  100,000 
seedlings  a year  are  grown.  Most  of  the  stock  is  used  on  the  Col- 
lege Farm;  the  surplus 
is  for  sale  to  residents 
of  the  state  at  cost. 

A section  of  the  Col- 
lege Greenhouse  is  de- 
voted to  investigation- 
al work  in  forestry. 

Here  students  carry  on 
experimental  work  in 
connection  with  the 
course  in  silviculture. 


The  summer  term  of  the  forestry  course,  during  the  first  two 
years,  is  spent  in  Forest  Camp,  located  in  the  Blue  Ridge  Moun- 
tains of  north  Georgia.  Here  it  is  that  the  students  receive  their 
training  in  practical  forestry  and  become  acquainted  with  their 
profession  in  its  various  phases.  During  the  first  summer  the  work 
consists  of  elementary  surveying,  timber  estimating,  tree  identifi- 
cation and  wood-craft;  during  the  second  summer  the  work  in  men- 
suration is  completed,  practice  is  had  in  advanced  surveying  and

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mapping,  and  Forest  Service  methods  are  considered.  With  this 
training  it  is  possible  for  a student  to  obtain  employment  in  his 
specialization  during  the  junior-senior  vacation.

The  equipment  con- 
sists of  tents  and 
buildings,  the  tents 
being  supplied  with 
wood  floors,  cots  and 
ticks.  Bedding  must 
be  provided  by  the  in- 
dividual student.  A 
camp  library,  includ- 
ing a good  collection 
of  technical  forestry 
works,  a small  amount 
of  popular  fiction  and 
all  forestry,  lumber  and  trade  journals,  is  maintained.  The  stu- 
dents maintain  a camp  mess;  board  on  the  cooperative  plan  costing 
between  two  and  three  dollars  per  week. 

For  each  term  in  Forest 
Camp  a fee  of  $5.00  is  charged 
to  cover  depreciation  in  equip- 
ment. This  fee  is  collected  at 
the  beginning  of  the  University 
year. 

FEES  AND  EXPENSES. 

No  tuition  is  charged  in  the 
College  of  Agriculture  and  For- 
est School  and  the  laboratory 
fees  are  small. 

Room  rent  in  the  college 
dormitories,  including  light 
and  heat,  amounts  to  $3.50 
per  month,  and  board  at  Den- 
mark Hall  to  about  $10.00.

STUDENT  ACTIVITIES 
The  students  in  forestry  sup- 
port an  organization  known  as 
the  Forest  Club,  meeting  bi- 
monthly. The  object  of  the 
club  is  three-fold;  to  keep  its 
membership  abreast  the  for- 
estry movement,  to  afford  prac- 
tice in  public  speaking,  and  to 
promote  good  fellowship.  Dur- 
ing January  of  each  year  the 
club  issues  an  Annual;  a pub- 
lication of  75  or  80  pages  de- 
voted to  some  forestry  activity 
of  general  interest  to  the  peo- 
ple of  the  state.  The  first  An- 
nual was  devoted  to  the  general 
subject  of  “Conservation  of 
Natural  Resources  in  Georgia;” 
the  second,  to  the  “Identifica- 
tion of  Georgia  Forest  Tress.”
